has been temporarily shut down pend- 
ing the raising of sufficient funds to 
re-establish it on a basis commensu- 


rate with the staneing and préstige 
of the church as well as the needs of 
the situation, is soon to be opened 
again, and a general campaign starrea 
for the raising of $500,000 for the 
erection of a suitable building. 

In addition, according to telegraphic 
advices, plans are well under way for 
the establishment in Atlanta of a 
million-dollar male university, 
the head university of the whole 
Southern Presbyterian church. The 
church has just recently finished push- 
ing the endowment of Agnes Scott 
college up to $1,000,000, and this insti- 
tution is one of the largest and high- 
est grade of its kind in the world. 

May Revive Subscriptions. 

It will be remembered that several 
years ago an effort was made to merge 
several of the Presbyterian colleges 
and establish here a great university. 
The city of Atianta raised a fund of 
$250,000 as an indacement and as a 
gift to the proposed consolidated col- 
lege here in Atlanta. The subscrip- 
tions of this nature are in the hands 
of a local Presbyterian committee, and

it is not believed that there will be 
much difficulty in reviving practically 
all of the subscriptions, if $750,000 is 
raised by the church at large. 

The matter is beginning to take 
definite shape through the action two 
weeks ago of the Paris, Texas, pres- 
bytery, which has overtured the synod 
of Texas, requesting that synod to 
take the. initiative in the establishment 
in Atlanta of the Southern Presbyte- 
rian church’s greatest university.

- _INVITING AUTO CASUALTIES. 


That Atlanta's roll of death from preventable automobile acci- 
dents was not recruited by several more lives Sunday night is due 
te the intervention of Providence and a bed of sand. 

These agencies, and not law enforcement, saved the lives of sev- 
eral people in two automobile parties that might otherwise have 
been forfeited to a violation of road laws, indefensible in law, com- 
mon sense or from any other standpoint. ‘ 

We cannot expect Providence to often take the place of law 
enforcement. That is the warning and rebuke to the county and city 
authorities, growing out of the latest accident on Peachtree road. 

The testimony is that the car occupied by the Laird family 
was driving in from Buckhead, at a furious rate of speed and on the 
wrong side of the road. 

It happened that a cushion of sand lay in the path of the car 
that was breaking the law. Striking the sand at high speed the car 
swerved violently. The mother and son were tossed out forcibly. 

Going out toward Buckhead and on the right side of the road 
was the car driven by Dr. Roughlin. , 

Had not that cushion of sand diverted the Laird car from the 
pathway of the Roughlin car every human possibility is that the 
two machines would have crashed together with appalling loss of life. 

As it was, Dr. Roughlin witnessed the pitching out of the car 
cf Mrs. Laird and her son. With rare presence of mind he applied 
the emergency brakes, and came to a stop within about six feet of 
the two, where they lay on the road. 

Had the car coming into Atlanta observed the road law there 
would have been no chance of such an accident. Under the condi- 
tions, with Peachtree road thronged with its crowd of autos, drawn 
out by the perfect weather, the law-breaking car might have plunged 
into several machines, and been fatal to the lives and limbs of any 
number of people. 

In this connection the communication of L. G. Neal, of Atlanta, 
published elsewhere, is extremely pertinent. The fact that Mr. Neal 
is a scrupulously careful driver gives force to his words. 

If authorities in the county will clamp the law on parties travel- 
ing the wrong side of the road, regardless of the violator, accidents 
such as those that have occurred on the Peachtree rdad and other 
roads would be lessened to an irreducible minimum. 

If the authorities in the city would enforce the law regarding 
an auto approaching a stopping street car, the conditions Mr. Neai 
outlines would be rendered practically impossible. 

The law covering the latter situation is simple. It requires that a 
driver approaching a stopping trolley shall check speed and keep 
checking. If that law is observed, any machine can be brought toa 
stop within a few inches. Negligence or hesitation on part of the 
alighting passenger or the pedestrian does not excuse the chauffeur, 
or the driver of any vehicle, for the law applies to every form of 
vehicle as well as the auto. 

It is only a reckless two or three per cent of autoists who violate 
either of these laws. The overwhelming majority of careful and 
law-abiding drivers and owners would welcome the enforcement of 
the law against the other kind. For the life of the careful driver is 
as often menaced by the law-breaker as are the lives of pedestrians. 

The one effectual remedy is the enforcing of the law to its 
limit against violators of laws and ordinances regulating traffic, both 
in city and country. Systematic pursuit of such a policy, irrespective 
ot whom it hits, will break up present conditions; and it will have 
the whole-hearted support of nineteen-twentieths of the automobilists 


in Atlanta.

Similarly, with whole neighborhoods and the city itself. 

It may be that entire wards are kept rigorously sanitary. But 
if a nest of insanitary negro hovels—white dwellings for that mat- 
ter—are allowed to offer starting-points for disease and death, 
two or three blocks distant, the protecting wall reared by that par- 
ticular ward is a vain thing. 

As in every other aspect of municipal life, absolute and unani- 
mous co-operation is essential to cleanliness and immunity from 
disease. 

That, as we understand it, is the principle upon which the organ- 
ized women of Atlanta are conducting their campaign.

Commenting on Savannah’s rigorous crusade against white and 
negro loafers The Augusta Chronicle calls for a state-wide enforce- 
ment of law against idle negroes, who refuse to respond to the clamor 
for laborers rising from both city and farm. 

Atlanta has, as always, her share of these vagrants. : 

Not only do they impede construction enterprises and work 
of all nature, but, what is worse, they are each potential criminals. 

On two or three recent occasions exasperated citizens have 
brought up loafing negroes before the recorder, who has given them 
the alternative of taking a job from the employer or upon the public 
works. 

Such efforts are spasmodic, and have no effect upon the general 
problem, which becomes steadily aggravated. 

What. is needed is not a haphazard and occasional raid upon 
the habitues of Decatur and Peters and other streets, and the resorts 
of all of them, but a continuous and unrelenting application of the 
law upon both white and negro who refuse to engage in steady 
employment when the chance is offered them. 

The increased industrial produttivity of the community, not to 
speak of the lessening of the crimhe rate, would many;times com- 
pensate for the expense of detailing officers on such missions. 

Once it gets through the head of the average negro idler that 
ke is going to be made to work, REGULARLY, either for an indi- 
vidual for pay or for the city for his keep, we will see an end to this 
chronic problem of the vagrant. 

In Atlanta it should be as much a part of the routine to gather 
in the vagrants as to patrol the streets. Remittent crusades do little 
good. It takes constant hammering and the increasing of sentences 
where the offender is twice convicted, to get at the heart of the 


problem.

At Hudson he made a little 
speech, replying to what Job Hedges, 
of New York, who was with him, 
called “this king business.” 

The Colonel told the crowd that the 
only power he had was that which 
came to him because the _ people 
thought he stood for their rigfts. 

From Albany the Colonel went to 
Schenectady, where he made two 
speeches, and then came to Troy to 
wing up the day with a big meeting, 
at whiich he attacked Mr. Dix again 
and recited the career of “Harry"’ 
Stimson, as he called him. 

Throughout the day g00d-sized 
crowds turned out to hear the Col- 
onel. In no case was the crowd of ex- 
ceptional size. He was received with 
much enthusiasm where he went. 


Colonel Roosevelt, in Schenectady, 
stood squarely by his criticisms of de- 
cisions of the supreme court. He de- 
fended the right of any man to criti- 
cise any public servant, and referred 
to the decision of the court in the so- 
called “bake shop case.” He said that 
in the various courts through which 
the case went, twenty-two judges 
passed on it, of whom twelve favored 
the law to regulate the hours and con- 
ditions of labor of men employed in 
bake shops. 

“The other ten judges,” he continued, 
“involved themselves in that class of 
legal subtleties which are the delight 
of the medieval schools; and these 
ten, acting on what I regard as an ut- 
terly outworn theory, and acting 
against the interests of the laboring 
men-everywhere and against the right 
of the state of New York to exercise 
its sovereign power to protect the 
weak against oppression, decided that 
the law was unconstitutional. Of 
these ten judges, five were on the gu- 
preme court of the United States. 

Against State’s Rights. 

“These five judges decided,” he said, 
in another place, “that the constitu- 
tion of the United States forbade our 
preventing laboring men from being 
forced to work,an excessive number 
of hours under unhygienic conditions, 
and this was a decision against state's 
rights, against the rights of the states 
to act in such a vital matter, where it 
alone has power to act. Yet, with an 
insincerity which it 1s not too severe 
to call downright intellectual dishon- 
esty, Mr. Dix actually says that when 
I protest against these decisions of the 
supreme court, which is itself against 
the rights of the state of New York, 
I am advocating centralization of 
power.”

One Man on a Salary of $5,000 


a Year Was Able to Deposit 
in Bank $226,065 in Four 
Years and Others Fared as 
Weill. 


Chicago, October 17.—The bank ac- 
counts of six former Illinois Central 
railroad officials, whose names have 
been mentioned im connection with 
extensive car repair frauds, were in- 
troduced as evidence today in the trial 
of Frank B. Harrison, Charles L. Ew- 
ing and John M. Taylor in the. muni- 
cipal court. Counsel for the prosecu- 
tion declared that William Renshaw, 
receiving a salary of $7,000 a year as 
superintendent of machinery, has de- 
posited $558,605.12 in four years. In 
substantiation of this statement, the 
prosecution submitted Renshaw's ac- 
count with the Illinois Trust & Sav- 
ings Bank, of Chicago. 

He Got $226,065 in Four Years. 

The prosecution next submitted ac- 
counts showing that Charles L. Ewing, 
who received a salary of $5,000 a year 
from the Illinois Central, had depos- 
ited $226,065 in a period of about four 
years. 

Lawyers for the railroad company 
stated that they were unable to sub- 
mit complete figures for Ira G. Rawn, 
because the Continental & Commercial 
National bank had not yet produced 
accounts ordered by the court. 

In nearly.every case the bank ac- 
counts of the former Milinois Central 
officials have been closed. In one 
or two instances a small balance re- 
mains. 

What Aecounts Show, 

The accounts covering the period 
from December, 1905, or January, 1906, 
to about the middle of the present 
year, show deposits as follows to these 
six men: 3 

William Renshaw, $558,605.12; Frank 
B. Harriman, $295,894,30; Charles L. 
Ewing, $226,065; Joseph E. Buker, 
$167,130.69; Ira G. Rawn, $105,812; John 
M. Taylor, $22,151. 

Of these six men, Rawn received 
first $13,000 as general manager of the 
railway, and later $20,000 a year as 
vice president; Harriman was paid 
$10,000 per annum; Renshaw received 
a salary of $7,000; Ewing’s salary was 
$5,000; Buker got $5,900 per year, and 
Taylor’s salary was $3,900. 

Following the introduction of the 
bank aceounts, which was vigorously 
fought by counsel for the defendants, 
court adjourned until tomorrow after- 
noon. Henry C. Dolph, former presi- 
dent of the Ostermann Manufacturing 
Company, will then be recalled to the 
witness stand for cross-examination.

“There were a number of able ad- 
dresses delivered before the conven- 
tion. The keynote to those addresses 
was the needed reform in our currency 
System. The majority of the speakers 
seemed to favor the idea of a central 
bank, with proper restrictions, as the 
most practical solution of the problem. 

“It has been very interesting to note 
the ehange of sentiment of the asso- 
ciation in the last several years on 
the question of a central bank. The 
idea when first promulgated did not 
meet with favor among any consider- 
able number of the members of the 
association, particularly as when the 
idea was first brought out the under- 
Standing was that it would be a large 
central bank owned or controled by 
what is commonly spoken of as Wall 
street offices. Since the idea is now 
current that the plan of a central bank 
shall not be owned or controlled by 
any one section, but to be owned and 
eontrolled practically, if net entirely, 
by the banks over the entire country, 
and not to be a competitor of the small 
local. institutions, but to be organized 
and managed in such a way as te be 
a tower of strength both to the large 
city banks as well as to the small 
banks in the country towns. 

“The plan is now meeting with pop- 
ular favor among the bankers of the 
entire United States, 

“T belleve that the idea of a central 
bank is practical, is good for every 
section. of the country, and that the 
south would benefit as much, if not 
more, than any other section by the 
installation of such an institution. The 
matter of its organization, its restric- 
tions, powers, etc., are merely minor 
details.

It 
seems that the reason the grand prize 
had to be postponed was that the Fiat 
cars were held up in quarantine, on ac- 
count of the cholera- scare, and were 
only dug out last Saturday. They are 
new cars, which have never been thor- 
oughly tried. And as the grand prize 
has all the earmarks of a “Fiat ben- 
efit” it seemed a shame to start the 
rages without them, especially as there 
w re none too many entries, anyway. 

A lot of racing notables, besides 
aose which take part in the meet, wil] 
De in Atlanta. For one thing, George 
Robertson, who was hurt in a practice 
run before the Vanderbilt, is coming to 
Atlanta to act as one of the judges. 
He has been officially named and has 
officially accepted.

A . proposition to ship a 
Stoddard-Dayton car is in the air, but 
should make a landing soon. Two 
Chadwicks are also on the verge of 
coming, and likewise another Simplex. 
And so it goes. 

Spencer Wishart, of Mercedes fame, 
is still considering, but as Rutherford 
and Bragg, likewise amateurs. have 
entered or agreed to come and look 
things over, Wishart’s entry is ex- 
pected at once. 

A number of other entries are still 
pending. -The Parry cars, absolutely 
promised, have not been put in vet. 
Neither have the Firestone-Columbus 
macMines, which are sure to be here. 

So a big round-up is due within the 
next few days, because the time for 
the meet is drawing decidedly near.

COTTON MADE DECLINE 
OF 25 TO 30 POINTS 


Bear Pressure and Liquidation 
Main Factors in one: 
Closed Easy. 


New York, Oetober 17.—The cotton 
market was nervous and unsettled to- 
day. and while a sharp early break was 
recovered during the middle of the 
day, prices weakened again, selling 
into new low ground in the late trad- 


ing ahd closing easy at a net loss of 
from 25 to 30 points. 

The market opened easy at a decline 
of 9@17 points, in response to dis- 
appointing cables, and then sold off 
to a net loss of 21@24 points under 
heavy realizing and aggressive bear 
pressure which appeared to be in- 
spired by talk of less urgent demand 
for spots and of increasing crop esti- 
jaates, as a result of recently favorable 
weather in the south. The weather 
map showed no cold snap of conse- 
quence for the coming week and the 
absence of killing frost so far appears 
to have made a bearish impression on 
sentiment. Nevertheless, there was a 
big demand on the early decline and 
when weather advices were received in- 
dicating that the belt was nmrenaced by 
two West Indian storms, one of which 
was said to be heading toward the 
south Atlantic coast and the other for 
the central gulf coast, the market 
firmed up to practically the closing 
figures of Saturday. Demand did not 
broaden on this advance, however, and 
later in the afternoon the market 
weakened under a renewal of bear 
pressure and liquidation following re- 
ports of lower southern spot markets 
and priv~te wires to New Orleans claim- 
iag that exporters were finding some 
difficulty in financing bills of lading. 
The close was within a point or two 
of the lowest. 

Southern spot markets, officially re- 
ported early, generally were % to 
lower. Exports reported today were 
very heavy, but several private wires 
were received claiming that there has 
been a falling off in the demand from 
the interior. 

Receipts at the ports today 100,867 
bales, against 72,633 jast week and 89,- 
993 last year. For the week 400,000 
bales, against 405,117 last week and 
448,254 last year. Today’s receipts at 
New Orleans 9,241 bales, against 8,331 
last year, and at Houston 35,672 bales, 
against 24,498 last year.

Cotton futures opened steady at a 
deciine of 15 to 18 points on much 
loWer cables than expected and almost 
ideai weather conditions over Suiuday 
in the cotton country. Many icraders 
went home Saturday convinced tnet a 
co.d wave would sweep tne cotton belt 
over Sunday, but instead ithe weather 
remained dry, clear and warm, just 
the right conditions for causing the 
full development in the cotton plant. 
As the result of recent gvol weather, 
very optimistic crop accounts came in 
from Texas, Oklahoma and other sec- 
tions, and caused more or !ess chort 
selling. At the end of ihe first lalf 
hour of business, prices of the most 
active months were 23 to 25 points 
duwn. 

Storm warning stating’ that the 
tropical storm that caused the cotton 
trade so much anxiety last week had 
recurved into the Gulf of Mexic») again 
had become central just west of Ha- 
vana, checked the decline around the 
middle of the morning, and started 
buying for both accounts. The weath- 
er forecast predicted unsetileld weather 
in the eastern half of the cotton belt, 
and this intensified the effect of the 
storm warnings. Exports for the day 
reported up to noon amounted to over 
50,000 bales, and the principal ports 
were not heard from. This heavy 
movement had the effect of further 
encouraging longs, and at noon prices 
had recovered 13 to 15 points of htgh- 
est and stood a few points under Sat- 
urday’s close. 

In the trading around the-middle of 
the day prices were strengthened by 
the heavy export movement, total ship- 
ments from all Uniteq States ports 
amounting to about 150,000 bales. In 
the afternoon session bears applied 
heavy pressure to the market, and 
prices gave way and at 2 o'clock the 
trading months were within 1 to % 
points of the lowest of the day and :2 
to 24 points under Saturday’s last quo- 
tations. 

The markét closed barely steady at 
a net decline of 26 to 27 points.

Recovery Attributed to the Im- 
proved F “ae Trade of 


untry. 


New York, October 17.—Last week's 
Speculative advance in the stock mar- 


ket was carried forward into the new | 


week today in a manner to impress 
sentiment with the power and re- 
sources’ embarked in the movement, 
and the strength of the convictions on 
which it was based. The modst im- 
portant addition to the general cause 


accountable for the recovery in stocks 


was the publication, since Saturday, of 
the statistics of the country’s foreign 
trade for September. The showing 
warranted the hope that the corner had 
been definitely turned in restoring the 
normal course of the balance of trade 
by the disappearance of the disquieting 
excess value of imports over exports, 
which has deprived the money market 
of its usual recourse to the foreign ex- 
change market for. supplies. The 
small excess of import values which 
had resulted from the varying opera- 
lions of the first eight months of the 
calendar year is transformed by the 
results of the single month of Septem- 
ber, which piled up a favorable trade 
balance of $51,587,079. The significance 
of the showing was somewhat marred 
by the large part played by the record 
exports of cotton in making the re- 
sults. The general assumption re- 
mained unshaken that a-foremost pri- 
vate banking house was the principal 
influence in furthering. the rise in 
prices. This assumption includes tha* 
of a widespread market organization 
and fostering and protecting measures 
for the money market, as well for the 
movement of stock prices, especially 
United States Steel. That stock again 
absorbed practically one-quarter of the 
total dealings, keeping up the ratio 
covered by the whole of last week’s 
transactions. 

The desire to make a market in| 
which to distribute stocks at a profit 
and a purpose to pave the way for 
flotation of new securities by encou:- 
aging investment confidence, and at the 
same time to realize resources for un- 
derwriting future bond issues with the 
proceeds of the sale of stock accumula- 
tions, was believed to be not incon- 
sistent with the real confidence in im- 
proved conditions, which is the as- 
signed motive of the movement for the 
rise.
